THB investigation into the circum- 
stances of the Valencia wreck 
was begun yesterday morning at 
the court house. Cnpt. J. Gaudin, 
agent of marine, Cnpt. J. G. Cox ami 
Cant. Newcombe of the O. G. S. Kes- 
trel, sal as commissioners, ami Mr. ('. 
11. Lugrin, as counsel for the Dominion 
government. Mr. ,1. Lnwson of Bod- 
well & Lawson appeared for tho Paci- 
fic Coast Steamship company, but he 
was restricted to the cross-examination 
of witnesses whenever any statement 
considered derogatory to the steamship 
company was made. Cnpt. Gaudin ex- 
plained the investigation was in no sense 
it prosecution, merely an investigation 
•by the Marine Department to ascertain 
the circumstances of the disaster. 

W. M. Allan of R, (P. Kithot & Co. 
agents for the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company, who had charge of the busi- 
ness of the steamship company, was 
the first witness. Ho said he bad ex- 
pected the Valencia from San. Francis- 
co on the night of the 22nd or morning 
of the 23rd, and had been advised of the 
wreck on the 23rd, He immediately 
notified the Seattle office nnd on arrival 
of the steamer Queen from Seattle, tel- 
ephoned to Mr. Phnro who ordered the 
Queen to leave her passengers here and 
proceed to the wreck. He was told by 
Cnpt. Ynpdln, the steamer Salvor hud 
also proceeded, and thought that with 
the Salvor and Queen there everything 
would be done that was possible to save 
life. Steamer City of Topeka had pro- 
ceeded from Seattle without waiting to 
discharge cargo. Tug Czar had also 
gone. The Valencia was not on the 
regular run. Shi- replaced the disabled 
steamer City of Pnebla, 

Second Offioer's Evidence 
Pierre Peterson, second officer of the 
Valencia, said his duties were to look 
after the bridge, taking part in the nav- 
igation, and look after freight.

Twelve Come on the Tug Lornc 
— One Body Found 
Yesterday, 



Thirty-six bodies of Valencia victims 
have now 'been recovered, the tug Wy- 
ailda having picked tin another today 
badly decomposed and unrecognizable. 
It is doubtful if many more bodies will 
lip brought hero, and in any event only 
those with clothing or effects by which 
1 hoy may be identified. Others will I"' 
buried on the shore near where they 
are found, as were two recovered on 
Sunday by Copt. Smith and party. 

Of the twelve brought here yesterday 
morning by the tug Lome, nine of men 
and three of women, four have been 
identified and two are though) to have 
been. The four identified are O. W. 
fnglehorne, of ForiidalG, Wash., (Jus 
Erickson, of San .lose. H. M. Peters 
of hos Angeles, and Peter Cludo, of 
Brownsville, Wash. Two others are 
thought to be J. Montgomery, quarter- 
master, who was to have gone in the 
boatswain's boat but was not quick 
enough in getting down the fall, and 
Fred Starr, a San Francisco inventor. 
Identification of Starr's Body 

On the body believed to bo that of 
Starr were found several newspaper 
clippings and two prospectuses treating 
of an "ocean wave motor," to furnish 
electric power at half cost of other 
power. A mode] was set up at Pier 2, 
Mission wharf, San Francisco, by the 
"Wave Power and Electric company. A 
clipping from the San Francisco Bulle- 
tin of October 20, 1905, detailed the in- 
vention at length, under the caption 
"Mighty Power of the Sea is Yoked." 
The clipping tolls of the struggling in- 
ventor Fred Starr of 274 Jessie street. 
San Francisco. After a column of more 
of matter descriptive of the wave motor 
the article concluded by tating ".Nego- 
tiations are under way for the rights 
of the now invention iii-Japan, Germany 
Australia and nearly every country that 
has a sea coast. The years of starving 
and toil for this inventor are past. 
"Copies of advertisements with certifi- 
cates from W. P. Maxwell of the San 
Francisco Engineering company and It. 
W. Wells of Vallejo testifying to tests 
of the invention were also found on the 
body, together with a clipping, from the 
San Francisco Examiner of January -1th 
headed "Engaged to wed Alaska miner." 
and with a portrait of Miss Minnie An- 
dersen, whose engagement to Thomas 
Koust is announced. The clipping was 
ii Berkley despatch of January 3rd tell- 
ing of the engagement with Roust, a 
prominent mine owner of Candle city 
where bride and groom were to live aft- 
er marriage.

Mr. Han- 
cock immediately furnished the desired 
Information In the form of an affidavit, 
in order that Mrs. Rolph might collect 
insurance and accident policy money. 
Rolph was on the first life raft with 
Hancock, and imagining he saw a 
light house on a nameless Island above 
Cape Beale, jumped overboard and 
was drowned. 

Investigation at Seattle 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer says 
with regard to the investigation being 
held there that United States District 
Attorney .1. A. Frye. who has been in- 
structed from Washington to take up 
the investigation, will recall C. L. 
Allison, to be examined on a statement 
he made to Mr. Frye. The recalling 
of Allison is for the purpose of bring- 
ing out more clearly bis statements 
regarding tbe sea that was running 
when the wreck occurred and tin; ac- 
tions of thn steamer Queen. 

In the statement which Mr. Allison 
has made to United States District 
Attorney Frye, be says the life raft 
from which be was rescued by the 
Topeka left the Valencia after the 
Queen was sighted for the purpose of 
rowing to that ship in order that other 
life rafts might be sent from the Queen 
and all on board rescued. He says 
that shortly after they started to row 
the life raft to the Queen they heard 
the vessel give two whistles and saw 
her pull away from the scene of the 
wreck. 

He says there was not a heavy sea 
running at that time and that he was 
able to stand up on the raft only sup- 
ported by his hand on the shoulder of 
another man who was also standing 
erect. 

Captain Cann of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company will also be called 
and questioned regarding the state- 
ment that he was laid off by the com- 
pany on the last trip of the Valencia 
because be was unable to secure an 
observation on account of the thick 
fog. 

United States Attorney Frye said 
that he intended to recall witnesses 
wherever it seemed necessary in order 
to bring out further facts regarding 
the wreck and any responsibilities that 
might be attached for the disaster. 

An effort will be made to secure the 
member of Logan's party that it Is said 
broke one of tbe Valencia life lines 
that was shot to the top of the cliff 
from the wrecked vessel. 

With the Searchers 

Superintendent Hussey of the pro- 
vincial police yesterday received a de- 
spatch from Sergeant Murray at Bam- 
lleld, stating that the Grant, Perry and 
Wyadda were continuing tbe search 
for bodies, and that Constable Cox of 
Alberni was expected today to assist 
the police and Constable McDougall 
was coming from Clayoquot to relieve 
Constable Conway, who would then re- 
turn to Victoria. 

A despatch to the Colonist from 
Hamfleld last night said: "There 
seems to be little hope of picking up 
any more recognizable bodies. The 
United States cutter Grant is leaving 
tomorrow for Seattle direct, and the 
Perry Is leaving for Victoria with Mr. 
Pharo on board. The Lome also starts 
for Victoria, first picking up the men 
from Darling beach. The Wyadda 
cruises around for one day longer he- 
fore leaving for Seattle."

New York, Feb. 5.— A Pittsburg de- 
spatch to the Tribune says: While 
the coal miners of the United States 
and their employers are preparing for 
the greatest struggle In the history of 
labor, the state authorities of Penn- 
sylvania are rushing preparations to 
preserve the peace. The equipment 
for the new state constabulary is being 
sent out from the state arsenal at 
Harrlshurg, and before the date the 
strike Is scheduled to begin, April 1, 
every section of the mining country 
will be under the. direct control of 
mounted troops, especially trained for 
this kind of work. The Pennsylvania 
state constabulary consists of four 
troops of cavalry, organized especially 
for this coining struggle. One of these 
troops is located at Groensburg, 25 
miles from Pittsburg: one at Green- 
ville, In the northwestern part of the 
state; one at Wlikesbarre and one at 
Scran ton, in the hard coal region.

Every man is a graduate of the United 
States army with a good record.

MOROCCAN CONFERENCE. 

French Delegation Reinforced by For- 
mer Minister at Fez. 

Algeeiras, Feb. 5. — The French dele- 
gation at the .Moroccan conference wan 
reinforced today by the arrival of Count 
St. Uene Taillander, who was the 
French minister at Fee during the 
Franco-German crisis lust summer. His 
presence is considered to relate to the 
present discussions going on between the 
delegates on the main Franco-German 
issuer; with n view to adjusting the. con- 
flicting views.

! Rerlin, Feb. 6. — Germany's attitude 
towards the proposition to place the 
control of the Moroccan police In the 
I bands of France and Spain is one of 
firm opposition, since the arrangement 
would, according to the German view, 
amount practically to giving Prance an 
I authority over the police, which Ger- 
I many hitherto has steadily resisted.

House marked a verj 
important epoch in the educational his- 
<torr of the province. Hitherto the fconH 
and daughters of Hritish Columbian* 
■Tiad been obliged to go outside the prov- 
ince for their college t raining and re- 
grees. Th second bill was to set at rest 
«nv douht as to the right of McGill to 
confer degrees in British Columbia. For 



eight jeara McGill had, through affiliat- 
ed colleges at Victoria and ^ ancouvor, 
been helping tho province in the matter 
of higher education. The first year's 
work in Victoria high ttehool and the 
first and second year ut Vancouver were 
accepted by McGill. The time had ar- 
rived when this was insulllcient and the 
present departure was a step forward. 

There has been on the Statute Books 
of this province a law authorizing the 
establishment of a university, but the 
cost had hitherto been prohibitive. The 
cost of establishment would be from 
$200,000 to $400,000, and the coat of 
maintenance $00,000 a pear. The equip- 
ment of nn applied science department 
would cost several million dollars. How 
could the province face that? It. was 
proposed by McGill to make a small be- 
ginning and then tJ develop. At first 
McGill proposes to give two full years 
in arts and science course and n course 
ni chemistry and biology as a founda- 
tion for a medical course. It is proposed 
to grunt a special certificate to students 
completing the two years' course in arts. 
Students will in two years be able 1o 
complete their course in: — 

(A)— lArts in all departments. 

Engiiieaflrig: (B)— (1) Architecture, (2) 
chemistry. (3) civil engineering and sur- 
veying, (41 mining engineering, (5) metal- 
lurgy, (t!) transportation, (71 electrical 
engineering. At this Hinge those stu- 
dents who desired to complete the course 
would then go to McGill t<i finish anil 
they would have the great advantage of 
only having to spend two years there in- 
stead of four. 

It was regrettable that in sixteen 
years it hud not been possible to put the 
University Act of I860 into operation, 
ami he believed it would be twenty 
years longer before it would be possible 
to do anything. For the McGill branch 
Sir W. McDonald had promised an en- 
dowment of $5,000 a year, and more if 
required. His generosity to McGill was 
well known, and gave an earnest, of bis 
willingness to stand by the present pro- 
posal. There would be a staff of eighteen 
men professors in charge of the college. 
The governors had been nominated by 
the representatives of McGill, and other 
local names would ba added. The exact 
location of the college would be decided 
by McGill and the governors of thai in- 
stitution would select the beat place. 

Section 8 gave power to the board of 
the university to assume control of the 
education in the provincial high schools. 
He believed the whole scheme would be 
a great benefit to the province and should 
be accepted by the whole House. 

The bill passed the first reading with- 
out a division. 

On the adjourned debate on the sec- 
ond reading of a bill intituled An Act to 
amend the Provincial Elections Act, Mr. 
Speaker Pooley rendered his decision on 
the point raised by Mr. Stunrc Hender- 
son as to whether the bill wns in order 
as it affected the revenues of the prov- 
ince. The Speaker ruled that it did not 
affect the revenues in the parliamentary 
sense. 

Mr. Stuart Henderson, in opposing the 
hill said, at one time, before a man 
could become a parliamentary candi- 
date lie hail to have a property qualifi- 
cation. That had been abolished in Eng- 
land and in Canada, but in Eng'.an-l 
power had been retained to secure the 
expense of the election, and to exact a 
guarantee for the same. He thought the 
requirements in this country were very 
modest— only $200 — and that ought not 
to be reduced. 

Mr, .1. A. Macdonald (Rossland) 
thought the subject was worthy of more 
interest than was being shown; He was 
not in favor of any penalty ns against 
the small vote candidate, but if there 
were a number of candidates running we 
do not get the true sense of the elector- 
ate under the present system. That was 
the true underlying principle. It was 
not u question of revenue but of "bona 
fide" competition and candidature. To 
abolish or greatly to reduce the $200 de- 
posit would he to strike a blow at. this 
principle. 

Mr. W. G. Cameron (Victoria) said 
lie was in favor of continuing the deposit 
of ?200. He was in favor of proportion- 
al representaton, and hoped a Britisn 
Olumbia government would some day 
soon introduce it into this province. On 
a division the second reading of the bill 
passed by ltl to 15.

Notice of Motion 

On the hill intituled An Act to amend 
the Midway & Vernon Railway Com- 
pany, it will be proposed by the lion. R. 
McBrlde to insert after section 4 the fol- 
lowing section: 

"5. Nothing in this act contained shall 
be held to extend, vary, or in any way 
affect the provisions of the said Midway 
& Vernon Aid Act, 1002, regarding the 
earnings of aid by said company under 
said act. or the granting of ,\u\ to said 
company under the said net." 

The following is tho full text of the 
Important bill affecting telephone com- 
panies introduced by Mr. Price Ellison: 
An Act relating to Telephone Com- 
panies. 

His Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Legislative Assembly 
of the province of British Columbia, en- 
acts as follows: — 

1. This act may be cited as the Tele- 
phone Act. 1000. 

2. The term "public company," when 
used in this act, shall mean and include 
any company incorporated by and oper- 
ating under the authority of any act of 
the Legislature of the province, whether 
public and general or private and spec- 
ial, and transmitting telephone messages 
for reward. 

3. Every person, assncation or com- 




pany operating a telephone line shall 
nave the right to connect his, their or its 
line or lines of telephone with the line or 
lilies of telephone ot any public com- 
pany, subject us hereinafter provided. 

4. Any public company snail receive 
telephone messages from any such con- 
necting line or lines of telephone and 
transmit same over the line or lines of 
such public company, in the same man- 
ner in all respects pud with the same 
(rights and liabilities connected there- 
with ns if any such message had been 
received for transmission by such public 
company in the usual course of its busi- 
necs, and upon such terms us to com- 
pensation, rents or rates and subject to 
such conditions and regulations ' as may 
be imposed or authorized in that, behalf, 
as provided in section 5 of this act. 

5. The rents to be paid to and the 
rates to be charged by any public com- 
pany for the use of its telephones, lines 
ami appliances, either in cases of con- 
necting lines or in the ordinary course of 
business of any public company, and the 
terms, conditions and regulations rebu- 
ilt: to such user, shall he fixed and de- 
termined from time to time and as often 
as may be deemed necessary: 

(a.) By the Lieutenant-Governor in 
council in unincorporated districts and 
between the various districts of t lie 
province, whether Incorporated for muni- 
cipal purposes or not so incorporated: 

(b.) By the councils of municipal cor- 
porations within the territorial limits of 
such corporations. 

(I. Every public company shall, on or 
before the 1st day of June in each and 
every year, prepare and submit to the 
Lieutennnt-Goyernor in council and the 
councils of any incorporated municipal- 
ity within which its lines arc situate, 
a schedule of rents and rates proposed 
to be charged by such public company, 
to persons for the use of its telephones, 
lines and appliances at. any time during 
the ensuing year, but no such schedule 
shall come into force or effect, nor shut 
anv such company be entitled to make 
any charge to any person for the use of 
its telephone system in the ordinary 
course, nor refuse, prevent or hinder 
such use until such schedule shall have 
been approved, fixed and determined by 
the Lieutenant-Governor in council, or 
the. council of anv incorporated munici- 
pality in which such charges are pro- 
posed to be made, or both, as the case, 
may be. us aforesaid. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor in coun- 
cil may authorise and empower any per- 
son, association or body corporate to con- 
struct, maintain and operate, over and 
along the public hinds and highways of 
the province, a Hue or lines of telephone, 
subject to such terms, conditions and 
regulations as the Lieutenant-Governor 
in council may impose. 

8. Any public company or any of its 
Officers, agents or employees violating 
any of the provisions of this act. or any 
of the provisions made in pursuance of 
the powers in that behalf vested in 
either the Lieutenant-Governor in coun- 
cil or the council of any municipality by 
this net. shall be liable to u penalty of 
one hundred dollars for each and every 
such offence, and for each anil every 
day such offence continues or is repeated, 
which penalty may be recovered, with 
costs, in a summary way before anv 
justice of the peace, up on the complaint 
of nny person aggrieved or inconveni- 
enced by such violation ns aforesaid: 
Provided that one-halt of any penalty 
so recovered shall be paid to the muni- 
cipality wherein the offence or offences 
arose in respect of which such penalty 
or penalties may be imposed: or if the 
offence or offences arose outside the lim- 
its of nny municipality, then to the gov- 
ernment of the province of British Co- 
lumbia. 

0. Notwithstanding the penalties pro- 
vided for in section 8 of this act, the re- 
fusal, neglect or failure of any public 
company to observe and perform any of 
the terms, conditions or regulations fix- 
ed or determined, us provided in this 
act. shall, ipso facto, entitle any person 
aggrieved or inconvenienced thereby to 
maintain an action for u mandatory in- 
junction to compel compliance therewith 
hv nny public company so refusing, ne- 
glecting or failing to observe and per- 
form any of such terms, conditions or 
regulations as aforesaid. 

10. While this act is intended to ami 
shall be applicable so-as to regulate the 
business of public companies which takes 
-lace wholly within the province, it is not 
intended to. nor shall it. affect the busi- 
ness of public companies bona tide car- 
ried on between the province and an- 
other province or a foreign country, and 
the provisions of this act shall be con- 
st rued accordingly. 

11. This net shall come into force 
on the 1st day of June, 1908, 

Legislative Notes 

The House made important progress 
this afternoon and passed several lulls 
through the third reading. These in- 
cluded the Assessment act, the Dewdney 
Disincorporation act, and an Act respect- 
ing Distress. In addition the two bills 
looking to the establishment of a uni- 
versity at the coast under the aegis of 
McGill were read a first, time and ex- 
plained by Hon. Mr. Fulton in a very 
concise and lucid address. He reminded 
the House that as long ago as 1SO0 the 
Legislative Assembly hud passed a uni- 
versity bill but for years it had been 
impossible to finance it. lie estimated 
the minimum cost of establishment at 
$200,000 to $400,000 ami the annual 
maintenance at $£50,000. Sir W. Mc- 
Donald, the generous benefactor of Can- 
adian higher education, had come to the 
rescne and promised an endowment of 
$5,000 a year "and more of required," 
This was a very handsome contribution 
and would if supplemented, as no doubt 
it would, enable a start to be made al- 
most at once. Fuller details of Mr. Ful- 
tol's speech will he found in the report, 
of the proceedings. The bills were well 
received and will no doubt puss. 

A brief but animated debate took 
place on Mr. Hawthornthwaite's bill to 
reduce the deposit of parliamentary can- 
didates from $200 to $50. The measure 
was opposed by Mr. Stuart Henderson, 
.Air. .1. A. Macdonald. ami Mr. W. (!. 
Cameron, but on a close division carried 
by a majority ol one on a non-party vote. 
Some members of the government voted 
one way and some the other, ll is un- 
derstood that in committee Mr. Bowser 
will move an amendment to the effect 
that the Deposit he fixed at $100 and 
that this will receive such support as 
will ensure its being carried. 

Hon. Mr. McBride has given notice of 
a very significant amendment in the Mid- 
way and Vernon bill which appears to 
have the effect of nullifying the advant- 
age sought by Mr. Price Ellison's meas- 
ure. The full text of the amendment is 
given above. 

Mr. Price Ellison's "Telephone" bill, 
printed above, is a most, important mea- 
sure, aiming at sonic breach in the prac- 
tical monopoly now enjoyed by the B. 0.

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the wreck. The tug Czar came within 
three-quarters of a mile. 

He thought she could have come clos- 
er. He pointed out the exact location 
of the wreck, about midway between 
Cape Beale and Carmunuh and out of 
the range of each light and of the latter 
station's fog horn. 

There were 11 of the crew on the 
raft saved by the Topeku, and 7 pas- 
sengers. 

All the passengers were given nn op- 
portunity to get on tiie raft. Ten min- 
utes after the steamer struck tho lights 
went out and they worked in darkness. 

In answer to Mr. Lawson he said the 
passengers were shown how to adjust 
life preservers. All those he saw were 
in good condition. A watchman was on 
duty when the steamer struck. The 
captain and first officer had acted with 
great courage and coolness throughout. 

An adjournment was then taken 
for luncheon. 

Afternoon Sorsion 
On resuming the enquiry after the 
noon hour, Mr. McPbilllps, K. C, ap- 
peared to represent the provincial gov- 
ernment. ■ • 

Second Mate Peterson, continuing bis 
evidence, said he had nothing to do 
with the log of the Valencia unci knew 
nothing of the distance traveled. It 
was nis first voyage on the ship and 
he was acquainted with only a few of 
the crew. There hud been no boat 
drill coming north. 

"When do the boats coming north 
have lire drill".'" 

Witness — Homeward, after leaving 
Vancouver; outward bound, after 
leaving Port Townsend. Drill by cull 
of whistle; takes about two minutes; 
mostly In line weather. 

"Do you attend to the Interior lu- 
tings of the boats— the plugs, etc. — at 
the time of drills?" 

Witness — No, sir; the boats; are 
covered. Onco a month the mates 
make a full examination of the con- 
tents and report In writing to the cup- 
tain. 

To Mr. McPhllllps witness said: I 
am an American citizen; huve sailed 
for 12 yearn on British ships. I have 
no complaint to muke about lights. 
There, should be life-saving boats on 
both American and British Columbia 
shores. There are no life-saving sta- 
tions north of the Columbia River. 
There should be a station somewhere 
around Cape Flattery. 

Captain Gaudln did not wish Mr. 
McPhllllps to continue cross-examina- 
tion of witness on questions gone into. 

Mr. McPhllllps wanted the privilege 
to cross-examine or to withdraw. "Be- 
cause the witness was examined by 
other counsel it does not preclude me." 
He hud a peculiar position and did not 
wish to be left out. He came with 
authority of the Attorney-General and 
it was no use. his _Jjeing there if he bad 
not the privilege of examining the 
witnesses, counsel told the commis- 
sioners. 

Mr. Lawson usked for an equal 
privilege pf .cross-examination. He was 
willing to do all he could to assist. Ho 
offered no objection to Mr. McPhllllps. 

Mr. Lugrln stated he was agreeable 
to the fullest enquiry, and It was un- 
fortunate Mr. McPhllllps was not pres- 
ent at the morning session. 
Officer Only Three Days on Valencia 

Witness, continuing, said he had 
sailed us officer for several years — as 
fourth, third and second. Had only 
been three days on the Valencia. He 
bad noticed posted papers of inspec- 
tion. The Valencia formerly run to 
Valdez and Nome. She was one of 
the "stand-by" ships of the Paclllc 
Coast Steamship Company, and was 
not on the regular Kenttle-San Fran- 
cisco run. He thought she had life- 
bouts with air-tight compartments; 
could not say how many. Did not 
know what the life-saving boats or 
rafts were on the steamer. He knew 
there were rockets on the steamer, 
with matches, etc. Had apparatus to 
shoot lines ashore. A line landed on 
shore among the trees, but there was 
nobody on land to take the line. Wit- 
ness wns notfer previously In the neigh- 
borhood of the wreck, and did not 
know if charts showed soundings. Hud 
no data to show in what water the 
ship was, or depth, except by sound- 
ings. 

The mate believed that even if there 
had been a lighthouse they could not 
have seen it. There could .not be any 
light or warning located at the point 
of the wreck. He doubted if a light- 
ship could be anchored at that point. 

Was on the Valencia when the Kal- 
vor. Czar, Queen and Topeka came in 
sight. It wns Impossible for a llfe- 
! boat to reach the wreck. A good bout 
I might have got within 100 yards. If 
I they could have got a line to a lifeboat 
j it might have saved lives. The Czar 
came within three-quarters of a mile; 
! she was the closest. Supposing she 
drew only ten feet of wuter she could 
have come within 100 yards. Presum- 
ing also the best modern style of llfe- 
I bout had been on the tug, It could have 
j got within thirty feet of the Valencia. 
I Then it would liave been a simple 
method to save those on board. 

Asked If a salving boat should be 
equipped with a life-saving boat, the 
witness said be thought so. 

At this point Captain Gaudln told 
counsel for the province that if any 
reflection or criticism was made of the 
other steamers the commissioners 
would request that all steamboat com- 
panies be represented by counsel. 

The chairman asked witness of bis 
own knowledge if he knew any salvage 
vessel on the Pacific Coast that was 
equipped with a modern life-Having 
bout, to which witness nnswered in the 
negative. 

To Mr. McPbilllps he said he had 
never had any experience with a sal- 
vage ship. 

Mr. Lugrln said witness should not 
be asked on questions of salvage ships. 
That should be left to Mr. Bullen, who 
would be called. 

The witness stated that there was a 
const guard service maintained at Coos 
Bay, Oregon. 
Tried Unsuccessfully to Make Shore 

To Mr. Lawson witness said that the 
Greek and second assistant both tried 
to make the shore, but were unsuccess- 
ful. The distance wns over 200 feet 
to shore. There should bo no oars, 
only paddles, on the life rafts, as oars 
were too cumbersome. 

To Mr. Lugrln witness stated that 
he believed a signal must on a raft 
would be a good tiling. There were 
no seats on the raft. Six lifeboats, 
one working boat and three llfernfts 
were on the Valencia. There was water 
and biscuits on the bouts. He left the 
ship on the lust raft. 

To Mr. McPhllllps witness said that 
nine women, two children and a num- 
ber of men were on the ship when he 
left. The liquors were not broken 
into, and there was no intoxication on 
the steamer. Saw no assaults or overt 
acts among the passengers. The 
women were well looked after. The 
women and children, with the excep- 
tion of one, were on the after deck. 
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Tiie men were all In the rigging. The 
women refused to go on the life raft.l 
though the captain told them it was 
their lust chance. There was no pros- 
tration or exhaustion. Hud distress 
signals Hying- on masts 16 or 17 feet 
above water level. When he left all 
knew the ship was breaking up. Tho 
captain said "It is your last chance if 
you want to go on the life raft." 

"I have to request that people In 
court will keep their opinions to them- 
selves," said Captain Gaudln at this 
stage, when some one among the audi- 
ence suggested a question to the wit- 
ness. 

S. W. Hancock was next sworn, To 
tho commissioners witness said he wns 
the chief cook on Valencia and knew 
nothing of navigation. Had staid up 
until 11 o'clock before going to bed on 
night of the wreck. .lust before' 12 
o'clock he heard the ship strike and 
jumped out of bed and dressed. In 
about five or six minutes she struck 
again. The chief engineer said she was 
allright and he did not go to the deck 
immediately. Then he heard the order 
"All hands on deck," and went to his 
station— boat No. -1. He endeavored to 
get into it hut it smashed against side. 
Someone ordered it lowered anil it broke. 
He then went to another 'boat. The 
fall broke' and the people all capsized 
into the sen. Another boat with about 
five persons In it was in the water and 
someone yelled to let the painter go. It 
was then dark. Rockets were lit and 
it was found they were near the shore. 
There was a boat, the No. 2 heading 
out to sea. That night they fired rock- 
ets. The morning after (lie wreck they 
waited patiently for assistance— none 
came. Five men volunteered to take the 
wrecks boat to shore. It was launched 
and got away safely. One man named 
Montgomery, who was to have gone, 
was not quick enough. He was 
drowned after. They then tired tho 
rocked gun and got a line ashore. All 
believed the men in boat were going 
ashore at a place he since learned wns 
Darling crock. Nothing came of the 
rockets. That night nothing was left 
but three small staterooms on port side 
or deck. We then came to the conclu- 
sion we were doomed. 

Then Queen came within a reason- 
able distance ami stopped, 
time after two Other vessel 

sight. The Queen apparent!; 
vessels and a tug came towards us. but 
turned around immediately and went 
away. No boat was lowered by any ot 
the vessels. About !> o'clock Wednes- 
day morning a big wave broke over the 
ship. It was then concluded to launch 
the life rafts which were ali ready. Find- 
ing we were on the point of sink- 
ing the chief officer came to him to or- 
ganize a party to man the rafts. Most 
all declined to go, even his 2ml and 3ml 
men and Chief Baker, none of engi- 
neers hut Nelson came. He pulled away 
and kept the Topeka in sight till it came 
dark and then turned to Cape Bealc 
light house and let her drift. Two of 
us pulled Oil the oar. They landed on 
Turtle island about midnight and next 
day three of us were picked up by an 
Indian policeman and put Oil "Sham- 
rock." The Salvor came down the next 
morning and took us to Turtle island 
where we recovered the raft and three 
bodies. Afterwards our party was tak- 
en to 'Seattle. 

To Commissioner Gaudin witness said 
that about half the crew was new to 
the Valencia. The captain and chief 
officer and chief engineer had been 
there a long time They had had no 
boat drill. The weather was too rough 
coming up. There are notices all over 
the ship telling crews their position at 
the several boats. 1 went to his lioiit. 
After the men were at their -stations the 
bouts were prepared for lowering. 

"Who lowered them'.'" asked the 
commissioner. 

"I would like to find out. It seemed 
to me that the passengers took it upon 
themselves with the assistance of some 
of the' drowned crew." lie replied, 

There is supposed to be a uniformed 



officer with each bout. There was no 
panic. Officers were cool uud collected. 
After the first couple of boats were 
swamped there was n little panic among 
the passengers, but they regained their 
composure when the vessel righted. The 
captain, he believed called for volun- 
teers to man the wreckage bout. On 
the Valencia's previous trip they hud 
two fire' drills. 

lit did not think there was any pos- 
sibility of ordinary ship-boats such us i 
a general life boat on board a passen- 
ger steamer, making the wreck. Citing 
the wreck of the St. Paul, he said tho 
sailors of the- crew of the steamer were 
more valuable than the members of tho 
government life boat crew. He narrat- 
ed the story of the wreck near Hum- 
bolt. The passengers, especially t he 
women declined to go into the regular 
life-saving boat. "Our sailors took care 
'of the passengers when they saw that 
the life-saving crew did not properly 
handle their own. bout," he said. 

Reverting to the sinking of the Valen- 
cia, the witness said he and his wrecked 
comrade's received the kindliest attention 
from all on the Salvor, He did not no- 
tice what kind of boats the vessel had 
on account of the weather. He did not 
think they could have' received assist- 
ance from the rescue ships. His candid 
opinion was that when he left the Vul- 
enciu one big sea would break her up. 

"I say it is a distinct falsehood that 
anyone was intoxicated. Perfect .har- 
mony reigned among the passengers. I 
saw the last bottle Of the Hennessey 
distributed among them. No one got 
into the lower bur," he emphatically re- 
plied to a question of the commissioner. 

"Everything was done to protect the 
women and children. The last of the 
cold meats mid ham was distributed to 
them by myself and Chief Stewart. The 
women were given every opportunity to 
go on the rafts." 

Taken in hand by Mr. Lugrln, wit- 
ness said he had 'been wrecked four 
times since' last February. He had had 
a foreboding the night of a disaster and 
was nervous. My duty was to help 
hoist, lower away and go on board bout 
Xo. 4. I think the captain was the of- 
ficer in charge. When I went on board 
in January the steamer and bouts had 
been examined. Only saw one of his 
boat's crew when he came to his sta- 
tion. Heard no order to lower away. 
The boat was then full of passengers 
and he noticed no sailors in the bout. 
Nearest officer was the mate of No. (J 
boat. The rescue steamers were seen 
In a haze us it hud rained. 

It was very dark and raining and an 
occasional fog ami a heavy sea run- 
ning on the' evening of the wreck. Never 
saw outline of the const until the first 
rocket was lit. In his opinion the 
steamer was about 150 yards from the 
shore, If then! had been anyone on land 
take the line every life could have been 
saved. 

To Mr, McPhillips, Mr. Hancock said 
there was a heavy sen and strong wind 
and cloudy with an occasional driving 
rain when the rescue ships hove in 
sight. The land came down to sea al- 
most perpendicular with trees on the

Re the charges of falsification by the 
Colonist of the facts connected with 
the aids to navigation on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts, respectively, the cost 
of tho marine service referred to the 
maintenance of lights, details of which 
Immediately preceded the statement 
regarding it.

GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC PLANS. 

In discussing the question of a 
bridge over Seymour Narrows some 
. days ago. we ventured to predict that 
the policy of the new transcontinental 
railways seeking an outlet on the Pa- 
cific would also be to seek terminal 
connection with Victoria and Vancou- 
ver. A line of railway going north 
following the two parallel plateaux 
which extend almost the whole length 
of the province through its Interior 
would tap both the Canadian North- 
ern and the Grand Trunk Pacific at 
some point in their system between 
the Rockies and the coast. We as- 
sumed that such line or lines would be 
utilized by these railways to obtain 
access to the trade of the southern 
coast cities, and that for that purpose 
11 branch would diverge from the line 
to Burrard Inlet, come down Bute 
Inlet, cross the straits dividing the 
Island from the Mainland, and obtain 
running powers, if necessary, over the 
Ksquimalt & Nanaimo Railway into 
Victoria. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific, for in- 
stance, in coming to the coast, has two 
things specifically in view. One is to 



be the tiitst in proclaiming it.' He says 
the question must be settled on the 
line of the provincial claims, it not by 
the present administration, then by one 
of those coming after it." 

This coming from a French-Canadian 
Liberal premier of the French-Canadian 
province of Quebec, from which Sir Wil- 
frid hails, is most significant.

"It is proposed to build branch lines 
to Halifax, St. John, Montreal and 
Ottawa In Eastern Canada. A greater 
number of branches, however, will be 
.built In the West. Among these will 
be branches to Calgary, Ttattleford, 
Brandon, Reglna and Hudson Bay. 

"It Is also the intention to have a 
branch to Vancouver, as well as an- 
other along Vancouver Island, making 
direct connection with Victoria, The 
Intention Is to build twenty-three 
branches in all. 

"Application will be made next ses- 
sion by tho Pacific, Northern & 
Omineca Railway to construct and 
operate a railway from the junction of 
.he Skeenn and Copper rivers to th* 
Bulkley and Tellcwu rivers."

HATCH AT HARRISON LAKE. I 

Government Hatchery Is Taking Care: 
" " of 30,000,000 Young Salmon. 

Thirty million salmon is a quantity 
almost too largo for the ordinary In- 
dividual fully to understand its mean- 
ing, but that Is the number that Is be- 
ing taken care of at the Harrison Lake 
hatchery this season, says ths Vancou- 
ver Province. J I " " 

They are all getting along splendidly 
and are now being liberated. Should 
they all return to the Frawer river, and 
fifty per cent, of them should be. caught 
and canned, it would mean : alone a 
pack of over half a million cases, so it 
can be readily seen how important the 
work of the hatcheries is. 

Three Kinds of Salmon. 

The young salmon which are now 
beong hatched at the Harrison .Lake 
institution are sockeye, sohoes and 
spring salrhah, but the sockeyes com- 
pose by far the greater part of the 
hatch. There are approximately 
twenty-six million sockeyes, two mil- 
lion spring salmon. 

The ova were collected over a long 
season and consequently arc hatching 
at various periods. The tirst eggs 
taken hatched out several weeks ago, 
and the young salmon are 'now being 
liberated, but the last eggs collected 
| will not be out for a month yet, and: 
It will be the end of March or the 
beginning of April before the last 
young salmon are given their liberty. 
Large Ponds Successful 

Superintendent Robinson of the Har- 
rison Lake hatchery, Avho Is down to 
New Westminster on a business trip, 
says that he has been able to handle 
this large amount of ova by utilizing 
a number of large ponds outside of 
the building, and that they have proved 
suitable for the work of taking care 
of the young fish. The hatchery was 
built to accommodate a hatch of twenty 
million, but by using these ponds the 
staff has been able to take care of an- 
other ten millions. 

The young salmon ore, being placed 
In Morris and Sliver creeks and other 
streams flowing into Harrison lake. 
Practically all the ova hatched there 
this year were collected at Morris 
creek. 



Kaunimo Creamery.— At the annual 
meeting of the Niinaimb Creamery asso- 
ciation held ab Nanaimo yesterday, J. 
1\ -Handle was elected president ' and 
ltev. G. W. Tnylor secretary. During 
the fiscal your the creamery turned out 
57,125 pounds of butter, as against 38,- 
000 pounds for the previous year. Al- 
together no less than $13,010.95 was 
paid out to farmers. Fifteen thousand 
pounds of 'butter was sold in Vancouver. 
A dividend of per cent was paid the 
shareholders. . 

S, Pi C. A. Entertainment.— The 
honorary secretary of the Society for 
the Prevention of .Cruelty to Animals, 
in a communication to the Colonist, out- 
lines u scheme of magic lantern enter- 
tainments for Sunday schools and 
says: "The plan is receiving the very 
greatest encouragement. The first en- 
tertainment will he given in Christ 
Church schoolroom to be followed by 
others at St. Andrews' Presbyterian.

This completes the sc- 
ries which is now closed. No further 
applications can 'be entertained.

Valencia Inquest. — The coroner's in- 
quest to enquire into the cause of the 
death of Win.

Willi 
regard to the ship and her equipment, 
Mr. Allan was not in a position to say 
us he had no knowledge of her require- 
ments, hut he was certain that, she had 
passed a Canadian examination. An ad- 
journment was then taken till 10 o'clock 
this morning in order that a number of 
the survivors may be on hand to give 
evidence.

Frosting or loins. — To frost and de- 
corate n cako neatly and prettily re- 
iliiil'CB n little practice in the mixing of. 
the frosting, Unit one may judge accur- 
ately as to its proper consistency, anil 
also practice in making the pipings and 
figures. The whiles of the eggs should 
'lie steadily and briskly beaten until the 
foam is stiff and close; one-halt' hour ia 
generally considered none too long a 
time to devote to this part of the work. 
Add pulverized, or frosting sugar, a Ut- 
ile at n time, beating well as yon do so. 
When just right the frosting will have 
a smooth, marble like appearance. Add 
flavoring the last thing, and a little ex- 
tra sugar to make up for the extra 
moisture. For very light delicate cakes, 
rose or pineapple gives a pleasing flavor. 
Vanilla or lemon are more in favor for 
rich, heavy cakes, such as fruit or mar- 
ble cakes. 

Frost your cake while it is warm. If 
there are a number to do and the last 
ones are cold return them to the oven 
lill they are warm enough to soften and 
bold the trusting. If the cake is rough 
or too dark, brush a little Hour over the 
surface to be frosted and rub off: loose 
particles with a (dean, dry cloth. 

If you have had to let your frosting 
eta lid while you prepared your cake, beat 
it briskly for another five or six min- 
utes before you spread it over the cake, 
llave the cake set on an inverted tin 
pan, and the pnu in turn on a clean 
paper, so that any frosting running over 
or spilling may be gathered up and used. 

If you are decorating with candies, 
put them in place while the icing is soft 
and pliable, that they may be. held in 
place with its drying. 

To crystalize the icing use coarse 
■white sugar, sprinkled over the soft, 
■wet icinc. or dust it with pulverized 
white or pink rock candy. 

Inlaid icing is done by filling in 
fifpiares or patterns with two or more 
colors. To do this make a cone of 
heavy "writing paper, leaving a very 
small opening at the point. With mucil- 
age fasten the cone in shape and place 
so that it shall not slip out of position 
while you are engaged in your pains- 
taking task; lill the cone a little more 
than half full of white or colored icing 
made after the manner of the first .re- 
cipe following these general directions. 
Turn the top of the cone over and pin 
it down to prevent the escape of the 
contents as you press the cone to force 
the icing through the small opening at 
its point. With this icing outline your 
pattern, which may be of paper fasten- 
ed to the cake, or. if you are particular- 
ly deft, may be drawn with the icing a

Pour 
the boiling syrup over the stiffened 
whites beating constantly as you pour. 
Flavor with essence to suit the taste 
and spread on the cakes at mice as it 
hardens as it cools. This recipe is im- 
proved by the addition of almond paste, 
one-half pound of sweet almonds blan- 
ched and pounded, or a cup of any nut I in 
meals chopped fine and mixed into the | spat 
icing as it isf made. 

Chocolate Frosling: iSix rounded 
table spoonfuls of chocolate, grated, one 
and one-half cups of pulverized sugar, 
and whites of three eggs. Beat whites 
of cegs lightly, but not sutllciently to 
make them white, stir the chocolate, 
then the sugar little by little; beat just 
enough to mix it well and spread on 
cake. 

Frosting Without Eggs: One heap- 
ing feaspoonful of Poland starch, corn 
stnrch, or pure white laundry starch 
add cold water to dissolve. In a double 
holler pour a little boiling water ami 
add the dissolved starch, stirring for a 
moment.

To color icing, if you are not supplied 
•with the prepared Icing sugars in 
the required tints, the following 
methods are safe and satisfac- 
tory: A delicate pink may be produced 
Iby the addition of a few drops of cran- 
berry or strawberry juice; yellow may 
Ibe found in the grated peel of orange or 
lemon moistened with the juice of the 
fruit and pressed through a line cloth 
into the icing to be so colored. 

To color frosting which is purely or- 
namental hut not to be eaten, cochin- 
eal will give shades of pink or red. in- 
digo blue, saffron, yellow, and indigo 
and saffron mixed shades of green. The 
most acceptable combination arc pink 
and white, yellow and white, or choco- 
late and white. Too many colors on 
one cake are not by any means tempt- 
ing or delicate, or in good taste. 

Recipes for froslings. — A good hard 
frosting, suitable for a smooth plain 
cake, or pipings, or raised llowers or 
figures, is mad" as follows: Beat the 
wdiite of one egg to a stiff froth, and 
stir in ten heaping tcaspoonsful of pul- 
verized sugar. If the egg was small, it 
Tuay be that only nine spoonsful are 
needed. Add to this one heaping tea- 
spoonful of corn starch. Heat all thor- 
oughly; if lemon juice is used to flavor 
add more sugar, [for pipings and raised 
figures do not add the juice of fruit, 
or any essence. Spread t.hiti frosting on 
the centre of the cake, warm from the 
oven. It will melt and run smoothly 
over the cake.

The Search for 
The North Pole 



Tragedy and Romance Regard- 
ing Hunt for Mythical 
Point. 



Historical Treatise on a Theme 
Which Engaged Explorers' 
Attention for Ages, 



Polar research and the numero'as at- 
tempts to reach the North Pole, which 
began as far back as the ninth century, 
are replete with daring adventure, ro- 
mance and tragedy. Since authenticat- 
ed records have been preserved more 
than 700 men have lost their lives in 
efforts to reach tho geographical spot 
known as the North Pole. By these 
efforts much scientific knowledge has 
been given to the world, and some- 
thing more than a year ago the Inter- 
national Geographical Congress, in ses- 
sion at Washington, warmly Indorsed 
polar exploration as work of the high- 
est geographic and scientific value. 

The only knowledge of the polar re- 
gions with which the ancients can be 
credited was a rumor concerning Thule, 
an island on the Arctic Circle. This 
rumor had Phtheas as its author. The 
report was doubted, but in the 'ninth 
century a body of Irish monks visited 
Iceland and reported that there was no 
darkness during the summer solstice. 
This record, furnished by the writings 
of the monk Dlcull, is the llrst account 
of any polar expedition. 

In the first book of his translation of 
Oroslus, King Alfred told of the first 
voyages for discovery made by Other 
and Wuifstan. While the localities 
mentioned cannot now be located, it 
seems probable that Other rounded 
North Cape and visited the coast of 
Lapland,' 

* * >► 

In the thirteenth century the Norse- 
men colonized Iceland and made per- 
manent settlements In Greenland. One 
of their runic stones was found in a 
cairn in latitude 73 degrees north, and 
bore an inscription indicating it had 
been left In 1235. There is also record 
of another expedition reaching 75 de- 
grees 40 minutes north latitude In 12GC. 
When the "black death" broke out in 
Norway in 1347. the Greenland colony 
-was forgotten, but two years later Ivar 
Hardsell, steward to the bishop of Gar- 
dar, was sent to take help to the Green- 
land colony. Sailing directions to this 
colony left by Barsden Is the oldest 
work on Arctic geography. 

In 1553 Sir Hugh Wllloughby and 
Richard Chancellor, at the head of an 
expedition promoted by Sebastian 
Cabot, "for I he search and discovery 
of the northern parts of this world, to 
open. a way and a passage to our men, 
for travel to new and unknown king- 
doms," sailed northward. Wllloughby, 
after discovering Nova Zembla by 
sighting the coast of Goose La'.id, re- 
solved to winter in a harbor in Lap- 
land, where ho and all bis crew per- 
ished from exposure and starvation. 
Chancellor reached the Bay of St. 
Nicholas and landed near Archangel. 
He proceeded to Moscow, made ar- 
rangements for commercial Intercourse 
with Russia and returned safely. His 
success gave fresh Impetus to Arctic 
exploration. 

Stepen Burrough in 155G was the 
next Arctic explorer, nailing In the 
Searchthrift, He discovered the strait 
leading into the Kara Sea. In 15S0 the 
Association of Merchants Adventurers, 
of which Cabot was governor, fitted out 
an expedition under Arthur Pet and 
Charles Jackman. Pet returned to Eng- 
lund In safety, but Jackman, after win- 
tering in Norway, was never heard 
from again. 

Krobisher, to discover a shorter route 
to India by the northwest, undertook 
the next polar expedition in 157G, with 
two vessels of twenty and twenty-live 
tons, t lie Gabriel and the Michael. 
Froblsher's expedition was of little 
value. He took back to England min- 
eral specimens which were thought to 
contain gold, and such excitement was 
caused that in the next two yearn not 
fewer than fifteen vessels were fitted 
out for Arctic exploration. 

John Davis, one of th most scientific 
seamen of his day, undertook a far 
north voyage in 1585, and reached lati- 
tude 72 degrees 47 minutes. He lost 
hope of being able to proceed farther 
northward and reported "no ice toward 
the north, but a great sea,' free, large

The Norwegians 
fitted out several expeditions, and ex- 
plorers of other nations, Infected with 
the fever of polar exploration, made 
voyages Into the far North but none 
of them attained notable results until

Barents reached latitude 77 degrees 20 
minutes. On the last, voyage Barents 
accompanied Ryp Heemskerk as a 
pilot, and the credit of the discoveries 
made is generally given to the latter. 

An expedition fitted out by an Eng- 
lish company in 1602, Captain Way- 
mouth in command, met with no new- 
success, but encountered no mishaps. 

Five years later, in 1007, Henry Hud- 
son, for the Muscovy company, attain- 
ed the greatest latitude ever reached to 
that time SO degrees and 23 minutes. 
He made a second and a third voyage, 
which led to the Spltzbergen whale 
fisheries. Exploratlng the North Amer- 
ican coasts, he discovered the Hudson 
river and Hudson strait. 

From this time to 1S0G there were 
numerous polar voyages, partly for pur- 
poses of discovery, and partly to de- 
velop commerce. It was in this year 
that Captain William Scoresby pushed 
his ship Resolution to SI degrees and 
30 minutes north, and submitted to the 
world much scientific knowledge gain- 
ed In the Arctic seas. 

Captain Vitus Bering, a Dane, ap- 
pointed by Peter the Great to command 
a polar expedition In 1725 while ex- 
ploring an Island, now named after 
tile discoverer, died with his crew from 
scurvy. 

Following the French revolution, 
there were no Arctic explorations until 
1815, when North Polar research found 
an ardent promoter In Sir John Bar- 
row. Through his efforts a reward of 
20,000 sterling was offered to any- 
one making the northwest passage, and 
£5,000 for reaching 80 degrees north 
latitude. In 1817 two expeditions were 
despatched one by way of Spltzbergen 
and the other by Baffin's Bay. The 
Dorothea and the Trent, on the former 
route, were commanded by Captain 
David Buchan and Lieutenant John 
Franklin, These vessels were forced 
to return after being driven into an ice 
pack by a heavy swell. The other ves- 
sels commanded by Captain John Ross 
and Lieutenant Edward Parry, follow- 
ed the route of Baffin in 101G. No sen- 
sational results followed; but the fol- 
lowing year Parry headed another ex-

Lieutenant Payer, with a naval officer 
named Weyprecht, with the backing 
of the Austro-Hungarian government, 
began a series of three expeditions, and 
In 1S74 attained a latitude of 82 degrees 
and 5 minutes. On this voyage it be- 
came necessary to abandon tho ships 
and attempt the retreat with sledges, 
three small boats with provisions being 
transported across limitless ice fields 
in this way. Eventually they launched 
the boats and were picked up In Sep- 
tember, 1 874 by a Russian schooner, 
having suffered untold hardship. Fred- 
erick Jackson, In 1S96, made his way as 
far north as 81 degrees and 20 minutes, 
but in doing so ho fell short of the re- 
cord of several of his predecessors. 
* 1 * a 

Kane was the first American explorer 
to make a record of lasting value, and 
In 1854 he reached 80 degrees 10 min- 
utes north latitude. He finally had to 
abandon his ship. He was followed by 
Hayes Mall and others, representing 
half a dozen nationalities. It was when 
the Jeanette sailed from San Francis- 
co In 1870, however, under Lieutenant 
De Long's command, that interest in 
Arctic exploration reached a pitch It 
had not attained since the years of 
search for Franklin. The Jeanette 
went to her doom. After the ship had 
been away two years Melville found 
the bodies of the commander and part 
of the crew. All had died of starvation 
and exposure, and the rescuers them- 
selves experienced frightful hardships. 
It was at this time that the party un- 
der the command of Greely was ac- 
cused of having eaten the flesh of their 
I comrades rather than perish with hun- 
ger. Greely reached a point In North 
Greenland at 83 degrees and 24 minutes 
latitude. 

in ISfll Lieutenant Peary, with the 
assistance of the Philadelphia Academy 
of Science organized an expedition, 
having previously made a journey to 
the frozen north In 188G. He Intended 
to cross Greenland to the pole, but was 
deserted by his companions and was 
forced to return. On this trip he broke 
both ankles and otherwise suffered 
many hardships. In 1803 he organized 
another expedition by collecting a band 
of scientists, each of whom was assess- 
ed $600 for the privilege of accompany- 
ing him. Lieutenant Peary took his 
wife along and her baby was born 
September 12, 1893, on . the northwest 
coast of Greenland, which is 77 degrees 
and 40 minutes north latitude. Owing 
to Insurmountable difficulties Peary 
was unable to carry out his plan of 
reaching the pole. A wind blowing at 
the rate of forty-five mlles'an hour and 
a temperature of 5.0 degrees below zero 
among other obstacles, Impeded prog- 
ress. His dogs froze to death and most 
of his companions returned to their 
permanent camp. He pushed on until 
April 10, 1004, erected a monument and 
then turned back. For the three fol- 
lowing years Peary made summer trips 
to the north and collected much Infor- 
mation, but failed to establish a high 
latitude record. 

The adventures of Frlthjof Nansen, 
the Norwegian explorer who pushed 
to 80 degrees and 14 minutes north In 
1S86, are recent enough to be fresh in 
the public memory. In his small hut 
powerful ship, the Fram, lie sailed from 
Chrlstiania with the Intention of forc- 
ing his way into the Arctic ice near 
the New Siberian Islands, and then 
drifting to tho North Polo. A party 
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was sent out to establish supply sta- 
tions to which the explorer could re- 
treat If necessary, and the cross-coun- 
try work was to be done on skies. Nan- 
sen's 'long absence created universal 
fear for his safety, but he finally re- 
turned safely, having proceeded farth- 
er northward than any other explorer 
up to that time. 

In 1890 Walter Wellman starting 
from latitude SO degrees north, began 
his effort to reach the pole, and a 
month later it seemed certain that he 
and his party would reach latitude S7 
or SS, if not the pole. A treacherous 
snow crevasse caused a serious injury 
to Wellman's leg and necesltated a re- 
treat. Two days later an icequake 
caused the loss of many of the dogs 
and sledges of the explorer. The rest 
of the retreat was made In the face of 
many serious obstacles, The most 
northerly point reached was 82 degrees, 
on Franz Joseph Land. 

With the Duke of Abruzzi rests the! 
honor or having penetrated the farth- 
est north, his standard having been! 
planted in 1900 at 8G degrees and 34 
minutes, exceeding the distance cover- 
ed by Nansen by 20 minutes of latitude.' 
The Duke sailed from Chrlstiania in ! 
June 1809, in the Stella Polari. His! 
preparations were looked upon lightly j 
by many, as he was considered an am- ' 
ateur, and his pluck and serious pur- j 
pose wore doubted. The nephew of the 
King of Italy however, proved him- 
self of proper stuff and won his reward' 
In the honor attaching to havirfg set 
foot nearer the pole than any other ex 
plorer.| 

The history of polar exploration Is 
brought down to date by the news tei 
graphed from Seattle recently that 
Captain Amundsen, the Norwegian 
who Is exploring the Northwest Pas- 
sage, had made geographical and scien- 
tific discoveries of much value and that 
his party was safe.

Maud Newbury, a girl of etgllteen 
years of age, employed as a domestic 
at tin? residence of Mr. Haines on Vntes 
street, in missing under peculiar circum- 
stances. On Saturday flight she loft the 
house of her employers ostensibly to go 
to her parents' home on View street, nnd 
since then nothing lias been heard of her. 
The mother and sister were absent from 
hpme on Saturday night and did nut 
know if Miss Newbury called there, the 
lirst inkling of her disappearance re- 
ceived by them being when Mr. Haines 
caine on Sunday afternoon to ask if tho 
girl was ill, as tiho had not returned to 
bis residence. The missing girl has since 
been sought In vain by both her relatives 
and the city detectives to whom the case 
was referred on. They have ascertained 
that she did not leave the city by tho 
steamers for Vancouver and Seattle, and 
her wfieraboubs is a mystery. 

The missing girl has been in poor 
health, being of an anaemic disposition. 
She recently conceived the idea that she 
was subject to "hypnotic whispers" 
which called upon her to leave the city 
and sought to get her mother's permis- 
sion to go to Vancouver as she believed 
she would then get away from the sup- 
posed hypnotic influence. She told her 
relatives the hypnotic suggestion was so 
strong she could not resist it. When she 
left the resilience of her employers sho 
<lid not take any of her effects, and thorn 
was no suggestion of any intention to go 
away. 

Iter monthly pay had been given her 
on thfl niichl previous to her disappear- 
ance and it was not taken, being in a box 
at her mother's residence where sho usu- 
ally placed it with the exception of n 
trilling sum. The police are seeking to 
discover what has become of the miss- 
ing girl. 

When last seen the girl was attired in 
a three-quarter jacket of grey material, 
a red blouse, a furry automobile cap of 
the style of a tam-o-sHiauter. She is tall, 
thin, and blonde, with a small scar un- 
der the right jaw.

Calgary to Urgo Better Work Before 
Eastern Editorial Association. 

Col. G. C. Porter, editor of the Dally 
Herald, of Calgary Is In the city, on 
route to Montreal and Toronto, says the 
Winnipeg Free Press. He lias been in- 
vited to attend the annual convention 
of the Dominion Editorial Association 
to participate In the discussion of an 
exchange news service between the 
eastern nnd western papers. The Do- 
minion Association has taken up the 
Hubject art'd will approach parliament 
with a proposition to make tin appro- 
priation for the purpose of aiding that 
scheme, In the fund appropriated for 
the Canadian cable service is found a 
precedent for this action on the part 
of the government. The Calgary edi- 
tor Is the secretary of the Alberta Edi- 
torial Association, with took up the 
question of an exchange news service 
with the government support a year 
ago. 

Fighting for tho Front. 

"Calgary certainly is in line condition 
as is the entire surrounding country," 
said Col. Porter to a Eroe Press report- 
er. "The Board of Trade's publicity 
campaign is being waged with great 
vigor. Twenty thousand dollars Is be- 
ing raised for general advertising pur- 
poses to construct and operate a build- 
ing especially adapted for the display 
of the natural resources of the city and 
country, and to bring into the province 
prominent newspaper men from the 
States who can make good in the pub- 
lication of news stories of the country. 
The business outlook was probably 
never so bright In any part of the Do- 
minion as it Is in Calgary today. The 
harmony that characterizes the notion 
of the business men means big things 
in the way of the progress of the city 
this year. The building operations 
promise to exceed the million point this 
year, as they did last year, and because 
of the wide-open winter we are having 
carpenters have not ceased outside 
work this winter. The live stock In- 
dustry Is looking up because of the 
promised abolition of the embargo on 
Canadian stock, and the owners of big 
herds are expecting a great impetus 
in the export demand this year. The 
movement of the freight and pasenger 
business Is very heavy out of Calgary 
at present."

Xew York, Feb. 5. — The mast striking 
feature of the market today was the de- 
crease in the rate of activity. It is many 
week.s .since the aggregate dealings for u 
day have fallen much below the million 
and n half share mark. Half the day's 
business was done during the tlrst hour, 
when there was a lively selling .movement, 
but when the dullness of the market gave 
notice that selling pressure was subsiding, 
there was a slow upward .movement, Which 
became more languid as the level of prices 
rose. The outlook for u settlement of the 
wage dispute amongst the coal miners wan 
regarded quite universally us discouraging, 
■and speculative sentiment WSS inclined 
to take for granted thul a strike would 
occur. 

The anthracite coal carriers were espe- 
cially weak, with the bituminous group, 
reflecting the fears that the labor trouble 
which Is inaugurated amongst the soft 
coal miners would Involve also the anthra- 
cite regions. Some effort was made to 
counteract the effect of the threatened 
strike by pointing out that the mild winter 
has resulted In a large accumulation of 
stock. The dimensions threatened would 
be too serious an Influence on general con- 
ditions to ln« Ignored in a speculative situ- 
ation, which counts upon nu unclouded 
prospect for sustaining prices at unusually 
high level. The failure of confirmation of 
the ninny rumors of Important deals, and 
the prospects of the money market also, 
are regarded as not calculated to foster an 
active speculation, The recovery in the 
general list was at no time complete and 
met with frequent reactions. The closing 
tone wns rather easy, hut not much below 
the best point of the day. Ponds wore 
heavy; total sales, par value, $8,080,000. 
United Slates bonds were unchanged on 
call.
